being run over by carriages passing almost 
every instant, and when you use their patli 
they beg of you a “penny.” And surely they 
earn it, for it is a hard task. No city iti the 
world so large as this has so few street beg¬ 
gars in it. You meet one but seldom. This, 
doubtless is owing to the judicious method of, 
bestowing charities. The system is this: A 
committee is chosen to receive contributions, 
and they give to each donor a card. They 
divide off the city into districts and appoint a 
visitor to each district. When any donor is 
applied to for aid, or when he knows of any 
needy person, lie writes the address of the 
visitor of the district on the card, hands it to 
the person asking aid, or to some other one, 
and it is handed to the visitor, who immedi¬ 
ately calls on the persons asking assistance, 
and furnishes whatever is necessary. This 
method is admirably adapted to discriminat¬ 
ing the needy from the pretending.

CONVENTION IN KENTUCKY. 

The same malign influence which defeaied 
the project of constitutional reform in K«n- 
tucky in 1838, Inis again been brought to hear 
in 1846,—the nil-controlling power of Henry 
Cluy, resisting every needed reform, through 
bar that something may he done towards 
abolishing slavery in Kentucky. The lending 
friends of Mr. Clay in the legislature put forth 
the most determined opposition—Judge Un¬ 
derwood, John Speed Smith, nnd Gen. Leslie 
Coombs made able speeches against the hill, 
and ihough it was carried in the popular 
branch, it wns defeated in the Semite, where 
the slaveholders have a more controlling 
power, in consequence of the unequal appor¬ 
tionment which ilie Convention is designed to 
remedy.

0 | January a portion of the troops in the 
capital marched out ami joined the forces of 
Paredes, who was at once escorted into the 
capital hy the whole army, amid triumphant 
salvos of artillery. 

The Junta of Notables met on the 3d, and 
Paredes was at once chosen President of the 
Republic. A committee ofthree was appoint¬ 
'd to draw up the oath to be administered to 
the President. Two of them reported in fa¬ 
vor of ftii oath in the general form, to observe 
the existing laws, &.C.; but Gen. Bustamente 
(not the Ex-President) was in favor of adding 
thereto a clause compelling the President to 
swear “lo repel the invasion of the United 
Slates-” Aftet a long discussion, the Assem¬ 
bly assented to the report of the majority, 
upon this ground, that tile oath demanded by 
Geo. Bustamente would be tantamount to a 
declaration of war, and that it was beyond 
the competency of the Assembly to decl;

A Railway Race, 


The editor of the London Chronicle gives 
the following account of an exciting scene:— 
“A railway race is a sufficiently exciting and 
interesting event; hut it is rarely witnessed, 
and scarcely ever in perfect safety. Between 
a pair of well matched locomotives it would 
he sufficiently exciting; but between a new 
system, like the atmospheric, and its rival, 
the locomotive, the character and reputation 
of boih systems for speed depending on the 
issue, a well matched contest would be of no 
common interest. In this case we were lucky 
enough to see such a race; and we believe 
any of our readers Who leave London bridge 
station at twenty minutes past two, and take 
an atmospheric ticket, may any day see the 
same. We were standing at the Forest Hill 
station, preparing to start, when it was an¬ 
nounced that the Dover express train was in 
sight! Immediately we (the atmospheric 
train) made preparations to start, and were 
just in the act of starting from rest when the 
locomotive train “wisked” past us at, proba¬ 
bly, some 35 miles an honr. We started, but 
before we got into motion at any velocity the 
Dover train was a mile ahead of us, and was 
evidently gaining rapidly in speed. How¬ 
ever, on vve went like a whirlwind, and it 
soon became evident that we were gaining on 
our rival. Three or four minutes decided the 
race. We passed the express train at a rate 
exceeding her own by 15 or 20 miles an hour. 
Our velocity could not then be less than 60 
miles an hour It was easily and steadily 
maintained, and we were over the Brighton 
viaduct and considerably beyond it before the 
Dover reached it.”
